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DETAILED ACTION 

The filing of a request for continued examination (RCE) on July 10,2007 is 
acknowledged and the last amendment has been entered. 

1.. Claims 1-5, 7-10, 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Harper. 

The patent is applied as discussed in last office action. For claims 1, 9, 15 the 
added limitations as.to pin extension of .1mm to 1 .5mm relates to a matter of design. 
The motivation would be miniaturization of the connector for use in small electronic 
items such as cell phones. 

2. Claims 11-13 are rejected under 35 USC 103 a as being unpatentable over 
Harper in view of Bargain and Martin. 

3. Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Harper in view of Lopergolo. 

4. Claims 1-5, 7-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Harper in view of Martin and Lopergolo. 

In the above rejections, paragraphs 2,3,4 , the references are applied as in last 
office action. 

5. Claims 1-5, 7-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Lopergolo in view of Rathburn, Hashiguchi 389 and Grabbe 826. 

The patents are applied as in last office action. For claims 1 , 9, 15 the added 
limitations of pin extension of .1mm to 1 .5mm relates to an obvious design matter to 
enable the connector to be used in small electronic items.
